Commissioners.

"CHALLENGE THE FACTS
AND REFUTE ARGUMENTS"

Cite Control and Administration in

Forty-Eight Principal Cities of

the United States.

Citing school control and administrationin the forty-eight
principal cities of the United
States, the High School Teachers'
Association of Washington, D. C.,
in a report just adopted by the
council of that organization and
made public today, attacks the
proposed plan of the District
Commissioners for changing the
system of school administration
here. The report is headed as

''a challenge of their facts and a

refutation of their arguments."
Following extensive answer to

the Commissioners' arguments
for the change advocated, as set
forth in the press following an

address by one member of the
board of Commissioners, the reportasks how. if the proposed
plan goes into effect, are the peopleof the District to have any
vr»ir*p in QrJir»r»l wVint
is the object of "this dummy
board" proposed by the Commissioners.

For Concentration of Power.
The report concludes by stating: "It

is now evident that the Commissioners
would be more 'sustained by the experienceof other cities' if they recommendeda more complete separation of
the public schools of this city from the
political branches of the municipal
government, and that they would be
more consistent with their own theory
of school administration if, instead of
increasing their own powers, they
would recommend a greater consolidationof proper powers in the present
board of education."
The statements made by the report

are based on data compiled for the
twenty-four principal commission-governedcities and the twenty-four principalnon-commission-governe<l cities
in the United States, as set forth in
two charts published by the Public
School League of Buffalo, N. Y. Copies
of these charts have been ordered by
the Hij?h School Teachers' Association

to be distributed to organizationsof Washington interested in them.
The answer is submitted in reply to

the following statement quoted from
one of the Commissioners, speaking on
behjflf of his colleagues, December 15:
"The Commissioners believe that all officers,boards, or other organizations
charged with the performance of municipalduties should be subject to the
direction and control of the executive
board of the District government,
which is the board of Commissioners.
In this belief we are sustained by the
experience of other cities of the country,and. indeed, by the general progresjof governmental functions everywhere."
Facts About Twenty-Four Cities.
That the "actual facts" for the twenty-fourprincipal commission-governed

cities show only one clear-cut instance
where the commiss oners appoint the
school board is asserted by the report.
On the other hand, it holds, there is
only one commission-governed city,
Washington, and two non-commission
governed cities, Pittsburgh and Philadelphia.where the judges appoint the
board of education. In thirty-three
cities the people elect their own board.
"A proper regard for the facts would

seem to prompt the Commissioners to
recommend the present method of appointingthe board, or compel them to
advocate an election of the school
board by the people rather than appointmentby themselves," says the report.

It continues at another point:
"Under the present system the superintendentof schools and board of education,acting under the limitations of

the law, control the appointment of
teachers, etc. The Commissioners insist
that they are "sustained by the experienceof other cities' in assuming to
themselves the power to appoint teachers.etc., yet the actual facts In fortyeightcities show not a single instance
of such a practice.

Naming of Superintendent.
"Again, under the present law the

superintendent of schools is appointed
by the board of education. The Commissionersinsist that they are 'sustained
by the experience of other cities' in
themselves appointing that official,
yet the actual facts in forty-eightcities show not one instance where the
superintendent is appointed by the
commissioners. In forty-four cities heis appointed by the board of education.
"Under the present system, the appointmentof the board of education bythe Judges keeps politics out of thepublic schools The Commissioners insistthat they are not seeking control ofthe school for political purposes, yetit is difficult to understand why underthe circumstances they are not satisfiedwith merely appointing ttu* schoolboard, instead of assuming power, also,over the appointment, promotion, reductionand removal of 2,200 officials,teachers and r.th*»r

"Inconsistencies of Plan.'1
"The Commissioners advocate the

consolidation in themselves of all the
departments of the municipal government,including the public school system,on the theory that centralized authorityIs more efficient and responsible.Not only do they boldly assume
that they 'are sustained by the experience'of the school administration
in other cities, but they display a
curious inconsistency between thedr
proposed plan and their own theory of
municipal administration. It is a remarkablefact that there is actually
more consolidation and fixed responsibilityIn the present school system than
lr» the system recommended by theCommissioners. On December 15, in a
public address, one of the Commissionera.speaking in behalf of his colleagues.said, "they hope to see the administrativeand executive functions of
the school system vested In one man, a
director of education. Then, allresponsibilitybeing placed on him, when
anything goes wrong In the public
schools everybody will know who i.s responsible.'
"The above is what the Commissionerssay ought to be done, the followingis what they actually propose tc

do.namely, create by a new school
law a director of education, who ha«
but the shadow of the power of the
present superintendent of schools. The
new director of education seems to re-

tain tne power of direction and supervisionof instruction, yet he is completelyshorn of all powers of appointment,promotion, reduction and
removal of officers, teachers and other

, employes,* and 'except as provided
otherwise herein* he is completely deprivedof "all the authority now vestedin the superintendent." It is diffijcult to see where the new director
would have any real authority even

over instruction when the instructors
are in no way responsible to him for
the appointments, promotions, reductionsand removals.

No Hesponsible Function.
"Moreover, the Commissioners have createda new board of education which

would have no responsible function, exceptadvice, since all the authority, duties,
discretion and i>owers now vested in the
present board of education are to be transferredand vested in the Commissioners
of the District of Columbia. In addition
to a powerless director, they have added
an irresponsible board whose only power
is to talk. In other words, they have
scattered rather than consolidated power
by giving advisory power to the newboardof education, supervisory power
over instruction to the new director of
education and appointing power to themselves.About the only consolidation that
is apparent in the proposed system is
the consolidation of patronage in the Commissioners.

"At this point two questions suggest
themselves to the ordinary citizen and
taxpayer: First, just how are the people
of this District to have any voice in
school affairs when they are to be representedby a dummy board of education
upon, which no representative citizen would
serve? Second, just what is the object
of this dummy board, anyway?"

of the bankrupt firm of Lewis Johnson& Co. The National Savings and
Trust Company and nineteen others, includingMrs. Mary C. Mearns, wife of
William A. Mearns. a former member
of the brokerage firm, are named as
defendants.
The court is advised that the brokers

borrowed money from ihe trust companyon the securities in question.
Since the bankruptcy numerous claimantshave appeared urcintr that thev
had deposited the same securities with
the brokers and that the latter had
hypothecated them with the trust companywithout the consent of the owners.The trustees In bankruptcy ask
a sale and a determination by the court
of the interest of each claimant.
Attorneys C. C. Tucker, Leon Tobri-

ner and H. Prescott Gatley represent
the trustees.

Investigation of an alleged plot to restoreVictoriano Huerta to power in
Mexico was begun by a federal grand
jury here today. United States District
Attorney J. L. Gamp asks that Gen
Huerta, former provisional president of
Mexico, and nine other men already
arretted be indicted on the charge of
violating United States neutrality
lawn.
So far as is known none of the accusedmen is expected here. Gen.

Huerta, who is in custody of federal
authorities at El Paso, is seriously ill.
Pasoual Orozco, alleged to have been
one of the leaders of the Huerta movement,jumped bond after his arrest
with Huerta, and was killed leading a
filibustering expedition in Texas.
With the otheraccused men are Jose

Delgado, Eduardo Caus, Enrique Coros-
tieta, J. J3. namer ana ignacio ±sravo.
They are at liberty on bond.
